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1. The new accommodations for Alma-Ata Medical Institute are built by the 
Construction Office of Medical Institute (Stroykontora Medinistituta). 

the construction work is supervised by the Ministry 
of Health of Kazakh 3SR. Director of the Stroykontora - fnu Kerimbayev. 

2. The complex of 11 three and four story buildings in the shape of a 
rectangular with the compound in the middle occupies the whole block on 
Komsomol* skaya Street between Dunganskaya and Uzbekskaya Streets. All 
buildings are connected to each other by a system of corridors and viaducs. 
The construction of the building complex was, in general, completed 

^^^^and only the interior up had 

full accomplishment of the project is scheduled for the end of 1958. 

3. The operation of a street car line on Komsomol* skaya Street was discontinued 
in the middle of 1958. 

4. The new annexes of the Medical Institute are located in the close vicinity 
of the Alma Ata Institute of Foreign Langua es at Ul. Dzerzhinskogo* 
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7th Motor Park in ALMA-ATA (Sed'mya Avtobaza) 
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7th Motor Park (Sed'maya Avtobaza) was located at Belinskiy St. in Alma-Ata* 
It was equipped with some 300 Gaz-51 and Zis-150 make trucks which fulfilled 
one-time orders and long term contracts for transportation of various heavy 
goods for the S viet enterprizes and private citizens. About 150-160 trucks 
were equipped with meters, and the customers were charged 1.50 rubles per 
kilometer. 

2. In June 1958 a new director, fnu Maiyassov, was put in charge of the 7th 
Avtobaza.

Adjacent to tho (Aviochilishche) was an Aircraft Mechanical Shop (Avia- 
Mekhanicheskiye Masterskiye) which employed civiliar workers under supervision of 
an Air Force Officer. 
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3- Officers Club (Dorn Ofitserov), Old Officers Club was located at Dzhaparidze Street, 
opposite of the building of City Executive Committee (Gorispolkora) • 

Newly constructed Officers Club is located at Bakinskoye Shosse , about one kn* 
fr em military rest rvation, between latter and downtown of KIROVABAD, 

4* Agricultural Institute , Director - Professor fnu MEKHTITEV, 

Institute consists of three faculties: agronomy, mechanics, and 
veterinary medicine. 

Admin is tratior ouilding and dormitories are located in the area of City Park, 
^■■f- other annexes occupied by the Agricultural 
Institute. Three of them are locate^ in the so called Armenian Section or 
KIROVABAD (one - at Ul. Dzhaparidze, opposite the Central Hospital and 
Gorispolkomj one - at Ul. Fioletova, near the gym of the Sport Club "Spartak"} 
one - opposite the Armenian Bathhouse), and one situated at Ul. 28 Apralya, naar 
the stadium of the Sport Club "Dinamo" and City Miliisia. This building at 
Ul. 28 Aprelya accommodates the Veterinary Faculty of the Institute. 

5. Pedagogical Institute . Located at Ul. 28 Aprelya, opposite the Shakhabad Mosque. 

6. Butter and Fat Combine (Maslozhir kombinat). Located at Ul. 28 Aprelya. 

Produced soap, oils and fats from cotton seeds. The pressed remains of the cotton 
seed( ,, zhmykh ,, ) were sold to the local collective farms and private citizens as 
a forage for the cattle, 

7. Cotton Ginning Factory ( Khlopzavod ) . Located at Ul. 28 Aprelya, next to the 
Fat Combine described in Paragraph No, 6. Director of Khlopzavod - fhu ALIYEV. 

The factory was engaged in ginning and pressing of cotton brought to 
KIRuVABAD from surrourding rayons, mainly from YEVLAKH Rayon, 
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1. The ORDZHONIKIDZE Textile Combine (Tekstil'nyy Kombinat imeni ORDZHONIKIDZE) is 
located at Ulitsa 28 Aprelya in KIROVABAD. In 1957 the Broadcloth Factory, 
situated next to Combine (350 m.) and employing some 450 workers, was merged 
with the Combine. The Combine received yearly 200 tons of cotton from YSVLAKH 
rayon, and other raw material from destinations and in quantities unknownHHn 



f The Textile Combine manufactured coarse calico fabrics (byaeev; 
materiya), broadcloth (sukno), woolen blankets. 

In 1958 the ORDZHONIKIDZE Textile Combine placed 3rd for its production 
output in the USSR. The first place for the same achievment was taken by 
!• MN0V0 Combine (Ivanovskiy Kombinat).

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The combine territory, of about one sj. km., was surroTmdeil^jy i 2 ^ ra, hDgh 
brickwall, and guarded by a militarised guard (voyenizVv vannaya okhrana) 
under the supervision of ALIYUV (fnu). Inside of the plant yard about 10 m. 
from the brickwall was put up a barbed wire fonce. Between the fence and the 
wall at night 24 shepherd dogs watched this zone, tied to the wire line by a 
chain with a ring on its end. 

Durinr the day two guards patrolled this security zone. The rest of the 
*uards were placed at the gates and the pass control point (propusknaya budka) 
The Textile Combine consisted of following units: 

A. Weaving building (tkatskiy korpus), which formerly included two separate 
smaller shop (tsekh) merged into one big shop in 3-958, 

Superintendent - fnu TSYBOYEV. 

Deputy superintf - lent - fnu MARG0S0V. 

B. Spinning factory - (pryadil'naya fabrika). 

It consisted of following shops: 

(1) Carding (chessal f nyy);

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C. Broadcloth Factory (sukonnaya fabrika). 
Superintendent - fnu IBRAGIMOV. 
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The weaving shop was formerly equipped with German-built looms but in 1958 
they were replaced by looms manufactured at KHAR»K0V works. In this shop about 
40 machines were serviced by 1-2 workers. 

Spindling machines (veretennyye stinki) in the thread winding shop were of 
^^^^^^^Czechoslovakian origin. 

6. The Combine employed some 4,700 workers, 80$ of them - females, in three 

eight-hour shifts, the first one beginning work at 0700. The average monthlj 
salary of the workers was 350-400 rubles; that of a weaver was somewhat higher, 
reaching 500 rubles.

The dotted line 
between #1 and 2 indicates the rail which divides the whole entrance into two 
parts (walks ), one marked n M" for the men, and another marked "W for female 
workers . Letters n A n and n B w indicated the positions of guards cheeking the 
passes. 

The time board system by which the badges were hung on the 
board by entering the plant and were taken off when leaving 
after work was discontinued at this Combine a few years ago. 
mmmm^feach employee possesses a pass, 5 x 10 cm. 

(large dimension - left to right), made out of cardboard and 
wrapped in red or dark-blue calico fabric.
